In Schools 


The Andover School Committee 
adopted Tuesday a policy on pupil- 
teacher ratios that eventually will 
bring public school system prac= 
tices into line with minimum re= 
commendations of the Willis- 
Harrington Commission report on 
Massachusetts education, 

Statistics collected by the An= 
dover League of Women Voters 
indicate that it would cost the town 
an estimated $180,000 in salaries 
annually to distribute its present 
school population on this basis, 

Informed in advance of League 
recommendations on classroom 
ratios, the policy board was primed 
for action immediately following 
presentation of League data by 
Mrs, Alan French, chairman of 
the organization’s education com-= 
mittee, There was unanimous ap= 
proval of the motion submitted by 
Committeeman Frederick Fitz- 
gerald, 

The new policy establishes 
ratios as follows: elementary = 
40 teachers and 10 non classroom 
professionals per 1000 pupils, ora 
ratio of 25/1; secondary = 60 teach= 
ers and 15 non classroom profes- 
sionals per 1000 pupils, or a ratio 
of 16,66/1, 

League figures indicate that the 
present ratio at the high school, 
using an adjusted figure which 
compensates for art-time 
teachers, is about 21.67/1,

Socialist Reasserts 


War Obsolete 


(A Townsman News Feature) 

The visitor who arrived in ad- 

vance of the hubbub for Abbot 
Academy’s graduation Monday was 
able for a few quiet moments to 
observe the gray haired man who 
sat in a front pew at Old South 
Church, clad in academic robes, 
waiting for the ceremonies to be- 
xin, 
5 His was not a formidable figure, 
Caught in repose, his facial 
muscles slack with age, Norman 
M, Thomas seemed too frail to bear 
the weight of his position as the 
elder statesman of American 
Socialism. 

But on his feet, speaking to the 
graduates about the challenges of 
their world, he was vigorous, de= 
monstrating the skills he has 
polished in a lifetime of criticizing 
the shortcomings of American so=- 
ciety and championing unpopular 
causes, 

He described to the class how it 
was in the United States 65 years 
ago when he graduated from high 
school in Marion, Ohio, ‘‘None of 
us,’’ he said, ‘‘could have imagined 
then the world in which you and 
I live .. . the triumphs of mer 
over things and the processes of 
nature, ... Ifthis was all you knew 
of the world, you would expect 
dancing in the streets.”” 

He recalled that in his early 
years Youth had great faithinpro= 
gress with a capital ‘‘P,’’ And he 
contrasted this mood with the hope= 
lessness, confusion and turmoil he 
sees reflected inthe literature, art 
and music of a world confronted 
daily with news of political execu- 
tions in Indonesia, the self= 
immolation of Buddhists in Viet- 
nam etc, 

Said the aging social critic, ‘‘The 
world is shrunken by achievement, 
but not yet tied together, . . We’ve 
got to catch up with ourselves... 
learn to control ourselves.”’ 

Echoing positions he has taken 
previously as a pacifist and a 
social reformer, Mr. Thomas ad=

vised the seniors toconcernthem-« 
selves with the elimination of pre= 
judice and poverty and the seeking 
of alternatives to war, 

He told the audience of students 
and parents that the U, S, Consti- 
tution is hypocritical in its re» 
ference to all men as equal when 
what it really means is that ‘‘al- 
most all men are equal, if they 
are white,”’ 

Commenting that we have gone 
about as far as we can by legisla- 
tion, Thomas said the ‘‘struggle 
now is within ourselves and so= 
ciety.”” ‘‘Every educated person,"* 
he said, ‘‘must join in (this) 
struggle against social prejudice 
if it is to count,”’ 

As for the poor, said the 
Socialist, it is no longer true that 
they must be always with us, He 
asserted modern man possesses 
enough knowledge to conquer 
hunger and poverty and listed it 
as among the challenges for this 
generation, 

Thomas then shifted his atten= 
tion to U, S, foreign policy, taking 
the position that a Great Society 
for the United States is impossible 
in a ‘‘confused and bitter world,” 

He urged that the United States 
reassert itself in a position of 
leadership for peace and charged 
that (the situation in) South Viet- 
nam is not an isolated fact, but the 
result of a ‘‘mistaken policy,” 

“*T donot think”’ said the Socialist 
Party leader, ‘‘that you can kill 
ideas by military containment, You 
have got to find other al- 
ternatives,”’ 

Not given to minimizing the 
problem, Mr. Thomas pointed out 
that though men have always 
yearned for peace, they have con= 
tinued to wage wars, 

“Let’s not fool ourselves,’’ he 


-Said, ‘“‘We love war, glory, honor 


and pride for the winner... Men 
are addicted to conflict... 
religious, class and national con= 
flicts,’’ 

But somehow, said the octoge= 
narian, we have to have loyalty 
to the human family,”* 

Norman Thomas was in Andover 
for the Abbot graduation because 
his granddaughter, Emma Welling 
Thomas of Newport, R. I, was 
among the 78 girls receiving 
diplomas, 

His presence prompted a dis-

We reiterate in the manner of Gertrude Stein to make this 
point: it is virtually impossible for a government official, 
even a municipal official, to divorce himself from his 
position. It is altogether impossible if he intends to 
comment openly on matters that concern the public in the 
presence of a news reporter.
